MR. ATKINSON'S PROPOSAL FOR THE SET- 
TLEMENT OF THE FISHERIES DISPUTE. 


The United States to Purchase From Great 
Britain the Provinces of Nova Scotia, 
New Brunswick and Prince Edward’s 
Isiand—Condition of the German Crown 
Prince—Gen. Boulanger’s Popularity— 
Startling Revelations in the War Office 
Scandal—Foreign News. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

Loypon, November 15.—The greatest interest 
is excited here by a cable dispatch from Mr. 
Norman, the epecial correspondent of the Pall 
embodying Edward Atkin- 
son’s novel proposal for the settlement of the 
fisheries question. Mr. Atkinson’s scheme 
is that the United States should purchase 
Nova Scotia, New Brunswick and Prince 
Edward’s Island on the basis of their 
proportion of the Canadian debt, which 
is equal to $0 a head for the 
population, or $60,000,000 in all. This, he 
says, would bring to the United States a terri- 
tory equal in productive power to New York 
and Pennsylvania. Mr. Atkinson claims that 
his proposal has been favorably received in 
the United States and Canada. It is doubtful, 
of course, whether the British Government 
would. consent to such a proposal, but it is 
recognized as opening up a new phase of the 
international question now uppermost in both 
countries. .

THE RIOTS. 


Gladstone’s Advice to the Radicals—A Plucky 
Old Man. 
Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

LONDON, November 15.—The papers here 
were filled yesterday with reports of the trial 
of the rioters arrested Sunday. Summary 
sentences of one month to six months or heavy 
fines were passed on all tried. The Radical 
clubs profess to be more in earnest than ever, 
and declare their intention of renewing the 
attempt on next Sunday. The Pall Mall Ga- 
zette leads off in organizing associations to 
raise money to support the revolutionists in 
the courts, butit is not possible that any at- 
tempt can be made which will surpass that of 
last Sunday. The movement in favorof the 
demonstrations in Trafalgar Square comes al- 
mostentirely from Socialists and Anarchists. 
The Daily News, the Liberal organ, is against 
the movement. Sir. Chas. Warren is a Liberal 
in politics. 

GLADSTONE’S ADVICE. 

Mr. Gladstone replying to the secretary of 
the London Radical Club, wrote as follows: 

‘*I think you will expect me to meet your 
request by an explicit answer expressing the 
best judgment, while absent from the spot, 
Iam able to form on the deplorable disturb- 
ances of yesterday. As I understand the 
matter, the Home Secretary stated on Satur- 
gay for the information of the public that he 
intended to prevent yesterday’s meeting in 
Trafalgar Square, and believed that its pre- 
vention was within his legal power. The 


question is one of great moment to the inhab- 


itants of London, particularly to those who 
are at present unemployed and in circum- 
stances of distress. It will be generally felt 
that the state of the law in regard to it 
ought to be promptly tested and 
ascertained. Until a decision can de 
had it is the duty of every citizen to refrain 
from all resistance to the decision of the ex- 
ecutive Government, which is clearly entitled 
to administer the laws according to what it 
may be advised is their construction. Such 
abstinence is, Ithink, due to the high char- 
acter of London for the maintenance of public 
order and to the respect we owe the law and 
the mode in which it is usually applied through 
the medium of the admigable police of the 
metropolis. But I must add that an appeal to 
Parliament and the nation, on the grave and 
solemn issue raised by the proceedings of the 
Government in Ireland, would suffer disastrous 
prejudice were it to be associated in any man- 
ner by those who make the appeal with the 
metropolitan disturbances.’’ 

There is little doubt that Mr. Gladstone’s 
advice will be followed.

THE GERMAN CROWN PRINCE, 


Condition of the Royal sSufferer—No Ope- 
ration for the Present. 
Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 
Lonpon, November 15.—I have had an inter- 
view with a distinguished English doctor who 
is in constagt communication with Dr. Mac- 
kenzie an fully in sympathy with 
his treatment. He declares strongly 
that the new cancerous growth in the 
Crown Prince’s throat is entirely distinct 
from the old wart treated by Dr. Mackenzie. 
The growths are fully an inch apart. He says 
that Dr. Mackenzie is right both in diagnosis 
and in treatment, and that the outcry against 
him in German is simply due to profesional 
jealousy. There will, he thinks, 
be no operation for the present. 
This opinion is confirmed by the 
statement published to-day that the Orown 
Prince’s medical advisers agree that a Har- 
tial excision of the larynx is useless, while a 
total excision is ruled out utterly by the 
Prince himself. Nothing is now possible ex- 
cept tracheotomy, and thatonly in case the 
patient is threatened with suffocation. My 
informant assures me that certain reports as 
to the origin of the disease are without found- 
ation.

employed to prevent any demonstration. 
Gen. Boulanger left the train in the suburbs 
and took a carriuge for the Hotel da Louvre. 
The streets were cleared around the hotel, and 
there was no demonstration. Gen. Boulanger 
attended a meeting of the committee of officers 
e considering a 


self-control which did bim credit he would 
not come all the way from Ulermont-Ferrand 
to the Gare d’Lyon, the scene of the tre- 
mendous demonstration when he left Paris, 
but would getout at one of the stations and 
drive into the metropolis. Gen. Boulanger 
chose Charenton, situated at some little dis- 
tance from Barriere, in the neighborhood of 
Vincennes, and there, shortly before 5 o’ clock 
in the morning, he emerged from his railroad 
carriage with two aides-de-camp, and after 
exchanging a few words with the friends who 
had gathered at thatearly hour to bid Mim 
welcome he got into a landau and drove off at 
great speed to the Hotel du Louvre, where he 
will stay during his six weeks’ visit to Paris. 
Gen. Boulanger looked extremely well and it 
was evident that his month’s arrest 

HAD DONE HIM NO HARM. 

Gen. Boulanger occupies comfortable apart- 
ments atthe Hotel du Louvre. His wife and 
daughters join him in a day or two, and four 
horses and a couple of carriages are also fol- 
lowing him from Clermont-Ferrand. Callers 
were fast and frequentallthrough the day. 
There early appeared to be some competition 
as to who should leave the firatcard and the 
morning was still young when troops of visit- 
ors presented themselves. A pitiless fall of rain 
and sleet, which has lasted without intermission 
throughout the whole of the day, kept people 
away from the neighborhood of the War Office, 
so when Boulanger drove up to the Boulevard 
St. Germain to attend the meeting ot the Pro- 
motions Committee there was no demonstra- 
tions oflany kindjin the lobbies of the Chamber. 
It was often remarked tg me that the elements 
had for once been favorable to the powers that 
be. There was a great deal of talk about the 
General’s return to Paris, and one ot the mem 
bers for Put-de-Dome, who had traveled 
from Riom to the metropolis with the gallant 
officer, created quite a sensation by his vivid 
account of the ovations lavished on the pop- 
ular hero at a great majority of the stations 
through which the trains passed. At Saint 
Pierre-le-Montier, where a large crowd was 
gathered, a superb banquet was presented to 
the General, and a party of soldiers going up 
to his carriage shouted: ‘‘Vive Boulanger!’’ 
Long live the Patriot!’’ Long live Bou- 
langer, Presidentof the Republic!’’ ‘‘Down 
with Ferry and Wilson!’’ i 

One of the men, acting as a spokesman, said 
that the town would always befor Boulanger, 
but when hé proceeded to allude to the arrest 
the General stopped him. At Nevers a 
number of soldiers made a regular demon- 
stration. It was the same at other places 
along the line, and if Gen. Boulanger enter- 
tained doubts as to the duration of his popu- 
larity they must by this time have been 
agreeably dispelled. He would be more than 
human if he did not experience some secret 
satisfaction at the turn which events have 
taken since he left the War Office, and was 
sent off in exile, as his friends term it, to 
Clermont-Ferrand.

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OONSENT 70 SENTENCE 


THREE MANUFACTURERS O¥ VOTERS AND 
VOTES PLEAD GUILTY. | 


Deputy-Recorder Edward on Deserts 
His Attorney and Asks for Sentence— 
Another Deputy Records? Enters a Sin- 
ilar Prayer—Verdicts of Guilty Rendered 
Aééordingly —Supervisor of Elections 
John W. Chamberlain ou Trial. 


The United States District Court this morn- 
ing took up jury causes set for the November 
term. All the matters on the docket were 
those known as the election fraud cases, the 
first of which was that of Foun- 
tain H. Ketchum, State Senator, in- 
dicted for procuring fraudulent registration 
for voters prior to the last election of Con- 
gtessmen. Ketchum’s attorney, Ohester H. 
Krum, announced he was ready for trial and 
asked that the witnesses be called. The only 
response was that of Michael Cooney, the Mer- 
chants’ Exchange daterer. Two other 
witnesses were returned by the Marshal as 
not found. Other cases were called, but 
obstructions of various sorts, such as the 
absence of witnesses, the absence of 
attorneys, or even the absence of defend- 
ants caused thé continuance of the cases. 
However, Edward E. Guion was called, and 
the District Attorney announeed that Guion 
had notified him Of an intention to withdraw 
his plea of not gulity. W. ©. Marshall, who 
was attorney for Guion, said: 1 am on the 
record as attorney for Guion, but was not noti- 


fied af this arrangement, If he pleads guilty 
he has no use for an attorney and I therefore 
ask leave to withdraw. 

The indictment charged that Guion being a 
deputy recorder of voters secured registration 
for Charles Wassmer and others in the 
Twenty-seventh Precinct, Third Ward, Ninth 
Congressional District, the persons registered 
not having applied to him for registration. 

Judge Thayer notified the jury of the fact 
that Guion had withdrawn his plea and con- 
sented to a verdict of guilty, which the jury 
would render on the first ten counts oi the in- 
dictment. M. W. Alexander, acting.as fore- 
man of the jury, signed the vérdict in acoord - 
ance with the instructions of the court. 

FOLLOWED GUION’S EXAMPLE. 

Frederick J. Leinert also withdrew a plea of 
guilty and consented to a verdict against him- 
self. His attorney, M. W. Huff, was not pres- 
entin court. The Dietrict Attorney read the 
indictment, which was similar to that against 
Guion, Leinert, as deputy recorder in the 
Third Ward, having falsely registered a 
number of persons who never applied for 
registration. Charies Perrin, charged with 
stuffing the registration list in the Thyrd Ward 
withdrew a plea of not ,ullty and copsented to 
averdict. He was formerly adjudged baz 
under the indietment against him, as had been 
the others. 

Judge Thayer then notified the three oon- 
victed defendants that they would be excused 
untilone week from next Monday, when they 
would appear for sentence, They were al- 
lowed to go without other bond than they had 
previously given for their appearance for trial.

The fire is supposed to have been 
started by a cigarette dro on one of the 
bales. The loss is $300,000, about $46,000 of 
which is for buildings, all covered by insur- 
ance. 


Cotton Compress Burned. 


GREENVILLE, Tex., November 15.—The cot- 
ton compress of the Texas Association was de- 
stroyed by fire yesterday afternoon. There 
were 8, 000 bales consumed in the flames. The 


losses are estimated at $250,000. Several box 
cars standing in the yards were removed, and 
the cotton on the platform was saved.

PROVIDING FOR THE LIVING. 


Establishing a Fund for the Families of the 
Dead Anarchists. 0 


OMA, III., November 15.—It is announced 
that the Amnesty Society and the Defense 
Committee will join forces and assume the 
responsibility of providing for the families of 
the dead Anarchists, and a permanent fund 
will be started for that purpose. There will 
be, after a final accounting of the expenses of 
the funeral, asurplus of about $1,500 to $2,000 
in the hands of the Defense Committee, which 
willform a good nucleus for them to start 
the fund with. It is intended to make this new 
organization national in extent. There is 
another objectin establishing this fund. One 
ef the leaders yesterday said he expected that 
there would be more money required for pur- 
poses of defense. He did not expect that 
the prosecutions would stop here, but thought 
that others who made themselves conspicuous 
in the movement would be prosecuted under 
various charges, and that would necessitate a 
permanent defense fund.

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Religious Circles in Mexico Excited Over a 
Bishop’s Circular. 


Crrr oF Mexico, via Galveston, November 
15.—A party of Kansas City business men, 
mem bers of the Chamber of Commerce, man- 
ufacturers and merchants will arrive here this 
week. They will visit Vera Cruz, and subse- 
quently the chief cities along the line ot the 
Mexican Central Railway. Their object is to 
study the resources of the country~and pave 
the way for direct trade between this country 
and Kansas City. They are under the charge 
of the Mexican Oonsul, Mauricio Rayden, 
stationed at Kansas City. 

It is reported that the mintin this city will 
soon be transferred to the controlof an Eu- 
glish syndicate. 

A RELIGIOUS SENSATION. 

A lively sensation was caused here by the 
arrival of a circular letter issued by the Cath- 
olic Bishop of Tamaulipas, in which he said 
that homage tothe Virgin of Gaudalupe, the 
patron saint of the country, was not obliga- 
tory on the part of the faithful, and it is in- 
timated that the Papal authority is against 
making süch homage a point of doctrine in 
Mexico. This strikes a tremendous blow 
against a time-honored practice in this coun- 
try, and comes ata time when the coronation 
of the Virgin of Gaudalupe is the sub- 
ject of an angry controversy between 
the Liberal and Church party newspapers. It 
is asserted here by the Liberals that Pope Leo 
does not favor the devotion of Mexican Cath- 
olics to the Virgin of Guadalupe to the extent 
it has been practiced, and that he is desirous 
that the Mexican Church should combat the 
growing Liberalism of the country by renewed 
attention to the education of the common peo- 
ple, and so identifying the church with the best 
interests of the people. Large numbers of Catho- 
lics here sympathize with the reported attitude 
of the Holy Father. One prominent Bishop, 
noted hitherto for his antagunism to railways 
and American ideas, has announced his con- 
version to the belief in the efficacy of railways 
and their needfulness to the welfare of the 
country, and urges his clergy in favor of rail- 
way building. The newly-appointed Bishop 
of Oaxaca, the State of President Diaz, 
is outspoken in favor of the spread of 
education. Evidentiy a progressive move- 
ment has begun inside the church, whose 
leading men begin to hold that the best way 
to meet the efforts of Protestant missionaries 
is to reform all existing abuses and meet edu- 
cation by Protestants with education under 
Catholic auspices. The new Liberal Catholic 
movement favors the re-election of President 
Diaz. 


THERE TO STAY. 


Fast Trains on the Union Pacific to Be Per- 
manent—Railroad News. 


Cuicaco, III., November 15.—Vice-Presi- 
dent Potter of the Union Pacific was in the 
city yesterday en route tothe East, where he 
goes to consult with the directors and presi- 
dent in relation tothe affairs of the company. 
He has been absentin the West for the past 
six weeks, looking over the property and de- 
voting the most ofhis time to arranging de- 
talls for the fast passenger train between 
Omaha and Portland and San “Francisco. 
Referring to. the efforts made to 
induce him to pull off the train, Mr. 


Potter, who had just received a telegram from 
Ogden, conveying information of its arrival at 
that point on time, it being the first train un- 
der the new schedule, said: ‘‘The fast train 
has been put on the Union Pacific to stay, and 
it will mot be pulled off under any circum- 
stances. If competitors wish to shorten up 
their time Ihave no objections; if they at- 
tempt to meet it by cutting the rates we will 
meet the cuts by our regular trains, which 
make the sametime. The Union Pacific is not 
going to be deterred by threats from running 
the train as scheduled. 

Referring to financial matters, he expressed 
himselfas much gratified with the outlook. 
He was not disturbed by the Manitoba’s new 
tariffs. That line had not reached Helena, 
Mont., yet, and would be properly taken care 
of when it got there. The consequences to 
follow had been largely magnified. The pros- 
pects for the Union Pacific were excellent, and 
if let alone it would soon prove its capacity for 
growth and revenue. 


Shortening Time. * 


CHICAGO, III., November 15.—The Northern 
Pacific Road, it is stated, has also decided to 
shorten its time between St. Paul and Port- 
land. The changes will be made next Sunday, 


when a fast train will be puton, making the 
Westbound trip between the two cities in 
three days and three hours, a shortening of 
twenty-one hours. Thetrip from St. Paul to 
Helena, which now requireg forty-six hours, 
will be made in forty hours. The Eastbound 
trip will be shortened seventeen hours. The 
trouble with the company’s traing heretefore 
has been that they have stopped at every little 
station. The new fast trains will stop at im- 
portant stations only. 


New Jersey Central Reorganized. 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa., November 15.—The In- 
quirer says that the reorganization of the New 
Jersey Central Railroad is practically accom- 
plished and holders of bonds and guaranteed 


obligations to the amount of $31,663,000, have 
accepted the reorganization scheme. The 
road will be taken out of the hands of receiv- 
ers January 1.

WASHINGTON NEWS. - 


The Democrats On Top in the Northwest—An 
Important Report. 
By Telegraph to the Posr-Diesr Aren. 

WASHINGTON, D. O., November 15.—Repre- 
sentative MacDonald of Minnesota, believes 
thatthe next Presidential election will find 
some of the Northwest States in the Demo- 
cratic column. He said to-day: ‘‘Only seven 
yearsago the Staté of Ohio gave Garfield a 
majority of 79,000. In 1882 the majority for 
Governor fell off to 53,000; in 1884, Mr. Blaine's 
plurality was only 25,000; last year the Repub- 
lican Secretary of State won by only 9,000 
majority, and u is not unreasonable 
now to believe the reports that the 
Democrats have carried the State. If 
they have not carried it this year, there is no 
reasou why they should not next year. Iowa 
is no longer a safe Republican State. In the 
best view that the Republicans can take of it, 
it is very uncertain. There is little doubt that 
the Republican candidate for the idency 
next year will be Senator Allison of Iowa, who 
is the man that Mr. Blaine would select if he 
were asked to name the Republican nominee, 
and it looks now as if Cleveland would carry 
Iowa in 1888 against any Republican candidate, 
even Allison. Thereis no mistake about it, 
the Democrats are on top, and the Republi- 
cans are falling farther and farther behind 
every year.’’ 


Commodore Wilson’s Report. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., November 15.—Commo- 
dore T. D. Wilson, Chief of the Bureau of 
Construction and Repair of the Navy Depart- 
ment, has submitted his annual report to the 
Secretary ofthe Navy. He renews his reeom- 
mendation that two new vessels of about 
one thousand tons each be built to replace 


the training ships Saratoga, Jamestown and 
Portsmouth, which cannot possibly be kept 
in service much longer, and he asks that spe- 
clal authority be given for the 
repair of the istoric 

wor Hartford at A cost 
$175,000. Relative to the — 2 of the 
single-turreted Monitors to coast and harbor 
defense, Commodore Wilson says: ‘‘They are 
of considerable expense to the pavy, as they 
must be taken care of, and not being in proper 
repair, they are of no useto the country. If 
these vessels are to be kept on the naval list 
they should be placed in perfect repair and be 
fitted with such modern rifes ‘as 
they are capable of carrying. Within six 
montbs all of these vesseie could be put in 
the same state of efficiency as they were at 
the time of their construction at an expendit- 
ure of about $500,000. 

This would give thirteen coast defense vessels, 
actually available, armed with 15-inch 
smooth-bore guns. The guns could be re- 
placed as rapidly as possibile by rifles. By no 
other means could the same amount of money 
be spent to give the country such a valuable 
return.’’ 

In conclusion the reports say: ‘‘The out- 
look for the navy in the near future is a very 
hopeful one, and with the completion 
of the vessels now rojected the 
navy will consist of a number of modern 
vessels admirably adapted to the varied needs 
of the service. Ihe character of the work de- 
ing done on the vessels now building ang those 
lately completed shows that our ship-builders 
are able to turn out vessels of war second to 
none in the world.

A SONG-WRITER’S STORY. 


JAMES E. STEWART, HIS UNHAPPY LIFE 
AND HIS PATHETIC DEATH. 


The Downfall of a Brilliant Composer 
Brought About by Drink—Sentenced in 
the Cincinnati Police Court for an Of- 
fense of Which He Was Innocent—His 
Sudden Death at the Work-House. 


Standing’ at the window the other day the 
crash of brass instruments was borne sud- 
denly up to the writer’s ear from ths street. A 
number of musicians had stationed themselves 
on the pavement and were playing ‘‘The 
Cricket on the Hearth.’’ The melody brought 
vividly to mind its brilliant but erratic com- 
poser, the late James E. Stewart, the story of 
whose life and sad, untimely death is well 
worth telling. Though Stewart himself lies for - 
gotten in his Ohio grave save by afew, bis 
songs will live long afterhim. They rank 
with those of Foster and Work in popularity, 
the best knuwn being, perhaps, ‘‘Jennie, the 
Flower of Kildare,’’ Only to See Her Face 
Again,’’ The Old Iron Sign,’’ Mary's Gone 
with a Coon, and ‘‘The Cricket on the 
Hearth.’’ These have all in their turn en- 
joyed the fullest measure of the evanescent 
success accorded to sentimental songs, ‘‘The 
Cricket on the Hearth’’ being at present all 
the rage. 

Stewart was born in Detroit in 1842. His 
musical talent manifested itself at an early 
age, and when he was but six years 
old, it is said that he could play a 
good accompaniment on the piano. He re- 
ceived his first lessons from a London or- 
ganist of some note named Yarndley who had 
settled in Detroit. The progress made by 
young Stewart was remarkable, and in a short 
time he could render the most difficult 
compositions with an ease that was ac- 
counted marvelous in one so young. He was 
afterwards engaged by the well-known come- 
dian, Sol Smith Russell, who was giving his 
monologue at the time in the small towns of 
the interior. Stewart acted as pianist, ac- 
companying Russell upon the instrument 
while the latter was giving his graphic deliue- 
ations of character. The tour completed, h® 
returned to Detroit, where, by the advice of 
J. Henry Whittemore, a publisher of music in 
that city, he composed his first song. Other 
songs and instrumental pieces followed in 
rapid succession, the first as well as the great- 
est hit of his life being with Jennie, the 
Flower of Kildare, which was sung and 
whistled everywhere. The phenomenal suc- 
cess of this song firmly established the reputa- 
tion of Stewart, and henceforth his work was 
eagerly sought by the publishers of music 
throughout the country. 

In 1880 Stewart took up his abode in Cincin- 
nati, at the request of George D. Newhall, a 
well-known publisher of that city. He had by 
this time acquired the consuming thirst for 
liquor that proved his downfall and resulted 
finally in his tragic death. At first Newhall 
was obliged to go out with him every hour of 
the day to purchase him a drink, and it was 
with the utmost difficulty that he could be in- 
duced towork. Then a place was made for 
him in the back of Newhall’s music store, 
where nearly all of his later compositions 
were written. These include Only to See 
Her Face Again, **Mertie Gray,’’ 
‘‘Oling to Me, Bring Her Back to 
Life Again,’’ ‘‘Fairies, Watch Her in Her 
Cradle, Where the Birds Sing, M 


Jennie’s O’er the Sea, Once I Loved Her, 
„The Cricket on the Heartb’’ and “ Mary's 
Gone With a Coon, ail of which have brought 
a fortune to his publisher. But the opportunl- 
ity toenrick himself at the same time was 
wasted by Stewart. He was generous even to 
a fault, and, however large or small the sum 
he had upon his person, he would share it with 
the first unfortunate who accosted him. This 
led to so many impositions that finally, at 
Stewart’s request, Newbali doled out to bim 
frequently throughout the day small sums 
ranean from 25 cents to $1, so that, as Stewart 
himself pathetically put it, ‘‘he would not be 
taken in so pony * 

Nearly all of his songs had for their 2 
tion ‘ncidents in his life that would have 
seemed trivial to many, but which impressed 
him strongly. Asaninstance, ‘‘The Old Iron 
Sign’’ suggested itself to Stewart late one 
night in Cincinaati when he was returning to 
his room from the theater, in company with 
Frank Morton, known tothe vaudevilles as a 
member of the Big Four’’ organization. It 
was bitter cold and the wind was blowin 
hard, causing the poor wretches who were ou 
to seek the protection of the doorways. ‘‘We 
were all alone, said Morton, and snddenly 
I saw Stewart stop before an old sign that was 
creaking on its hinges. There's music in 
that sign,’ he said. When we reached his 
room he told me to bring his guitar out, and 
seating himself at the table, he wrote ‘The Old 


Iron Sign.’ *’ 

Not so bappy was the origin of ‘‘Only to See 
Her Face Again.’’ So hopelessly had Stewart 
become addicted to drink that his wife finally 
abandoned him. The blow was a keen one to 
him. It was shortly after this, in Peters’ mu- 
sic store in the old Melodeon Hall building, a 
place where Stephen Foster had been often 
years before him, that Only to See Her Face 
Again’’ was written. The writer’s thouuhts 
go back to a snowy night in Cincinnati several 
years ago, when newspaper duties led him to 
one of the variety theaters in the precinct 
known as Over the Rhine.’’ While he was

COURTS OF CONCILIATION. 

There is a movement on foot in Iowa to 
establish by law Courts of Conciliation 
such as they have in Denmark and Nor- 
way, and differing from somewhat similar 
French courts only in their lack of power 
to enforce judgment by coercive process. 
Where the French Conseils des Prud’ hommes 
have failed to reconcile the parties, they 
can try the case and enforce judgment 
whether the parties are satisfied with the 
But the Court of Concilia- 
tion proposed for Iowa is nothing buta 
legal adviser employed and paid by the 
State to counsel both parties to a dispute 
on all the legal points involved, and to tell 
them how they ought to settle it, and in- 
duce them to compromise it and be friends 
again. Either party will have compulsory 
process to bring the other before 
this Court of i Conciliation learned 
in the law, but either will be 
left free to reject its advice or abide 
by its plan of compromise or settlement, 
It is said that five-sixths of the con- 
troversies arising are settled in this way 
without litigation in Denmark, and that 
four-fifths of the controversies broucht 
before the. Conseils des Prud’hommes 
in France are settled by agreement 
without any formal trialand judgment, 
or subsequent ill will between the par- 
ties. The Iowa lawyers will therefore 
be apt to regard this movement as a sort 
of Communistic assault upon their rights 
and interests, an insidious attempt to cut 
off their revenues from the innumerable 
lawsuits and neighborhood feuds that 
grow out of petty torts, trespasses and 
quarrels. Some points of the controver- 
sies arising between employers and em- 
ployed might also be settled in this way, 
80 as to prevent or mitigate strikes, and if 
Iowa adopts the system its successful 
operation there will certainly commend it 


to other States.

AN impressive illustration of party 
nominations for School Directors was 
presented in this City yesterday. The 
solitary Democratic primary held in the 
Eleventh District is alleged to have been 
attended by just 320 of the 2,000 Demo- 
cratic voters in the District. The other

not see why any political organization 
should presume to take charge of the 
schools.

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Time to Put In the Work. 


From the Boston Herald. 

The result of the election ought to have the 
effect of stimulating the Democratic leaders in 
Congress to renewed action in the direction of 
the adoption of an aggressive policy. The 
session that is soon to open is to be, in some 
respects, the most critical that has been held 
since the close of the civil war. A time has 
come when a great change must be made in 
the fiscal policy of the Government. The 
Democratic recipe has been widely proclaimed 
and the Republican propositions have received 
an equally extended hearing. 80 far as 
losses or gains in votes are concerned, 
these have already been discounted. 
It the great majority of the people of this coun- 
try were distrustful of the plans of tariff re- 
form proposed by the Administration and sup- 
ported by Messrs. Carlisle, Breckinridge, Beck 
and others, they would not wait until after 
these plans had been putin force before ex- 
pressing their dissent. On the contrary, these 
dissenters would have given their rebuke last 
Tuesday, if they had believed that one was 
called for; and hence a wise but liberal 
measure of tariff reform if adopted by the 
House of Representatives next winter and 
forced upon the Senate is not likely to cause 
the Democratic party any loss of strength, 
since it has already suffered all that it can lose 
in that direction. 


What Brings Anarchists Hither.

Gance for the asking, all the disturbing indus- 
trial elements of the older countries of 
Europe. And with it all we have prowling 
about in the shadows of these cities many 
keen and desperate men, products of other 
institutions, enemies of all institutions, and 
valuing ours only as affording by their free- 
dom awider advantage for their overthrow 
and the destruction of all law.

HOME-SECRETARY MATTHEWS DENOUNCED 
FOR HIS FUSSY INCOMPETENCE. 


Movements of the Koyal Family — Birth- 
day Celebrations at Sandringham—Lord 
Wolverton’s Death a Serious Blow to the 
Gladstonian Party—Henry Cowper’s De- 
mise—The M of Sir Robert Peel's 
Eldest Daughter—Mr. Vanderbilt's Piper 
—Edmund Yates’ Cable Budget of Social 
and Political Gossip. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

LONDON, November 15.—The session will be- 
gin between February 2 and 10, the exact day 
has not been fixed. It is the Queen's inten- 
tion to open Parliament in person. All being 
well, Her Majesty will come up to Buckingham 
Palace from Osborne for the ceremony. But 
all court arrangements of every kind now de- 
pend on the health of the Orown Prince of 
Germany. 

ADEQUATE MBASURES.

But for the meddle- 
some imbecility and fussy incompetence of the 
Home Secretary, it cannot be doubted that the 
tranquility of the metropolis would have been 
weeks ago amply and effectually secured. It 
is to Mr. Matthews that the inhabitants of the 
metropolis have been Indebted for at least a 
month of annoyance and alarm. It is he who 
is mainly accountable to the country for the 
Gisgraceful scenes of Sunday last. 
CONDOLENCE OUT OF PLACE. 

„Vanity Fair’’ need not condole with the 
Queen on the hardship she suffered in being 
detained at Balmoral till Princess Beatrice is 
quite well. It is quite untrue that Her Majesty 
is very anxious to return south. The Queen 
would be delighted to remain at Balmoral 
another month, and never enjoys Deeside so 
much as when the weather becomes wintry 
and stormy. The Queen has been driving 
daily with Princess Frederica, but no long ex- 
cursions have been undertaken. The court 
leaves for Windsor next week, either Tuesday 
or Friday. 

ROYAL BIRTHDAY CELEBRATIONS. 

The birthday celebrations customarily held 
in honor of the Prince’s natal day at Sandring- 
ham, have mostly been deferred till the Prin- 
cess’ return. The county ball, which was 
to have been given Friday evening, will not 
take place before the end of the month at the 
earliest, even if the doctors do not advise 
further postponement, owing to the Princess’ 
unfortunate illness. The Prince gave a dinner 
to all the laborers on the Sandringham estates 
on Wednesday, and was most heartily greeted 
on his entrance to their tent during the festive 
celebration. 

A SERIOUS BLOW. 

Lord Woilverton’s death is a most serious 
blow to the Gladstonian party. His expend- 
iture for political purposes was practically 
limitless. Great as was his outlay last year, 
he would have been more lavish at the next 
election, supposing Mr. Gladstone to be then 
alive, for Lord Wolverton lived and died in 
the full faith of Gladstonism, worshipping 
his leader and believing that ultimately the 
constituencies would repeat the triumph of 
1860 and 1880. There are not many men of 
money among the Gliladstonians and Lord 
Wolverton wasthe only one of Dive’s band 
prepared to give freely whenever asked. He 
has kept the party wire pullers going since 
the catastrophe of last year, and what they 
will do without his aid le difficult to conject: 
ure. He was literally the backbone of Glad- 
stonism in the southwestern counties and had 
pledged himeelf that every seat held by a Con 
servative or Unionist should be vigorously 
contested. Lord Wolverton entertained on a 
splendid scale at Coombe during the greater 
part of the season, and on Sunday kept an 
open house. Any one who had received agen- 
eral invitation was welcome. There were 
seldom less than thirty at dinner. This was 
another immense benefit to the home rule 
cause and here again is nobody left to take his 
place. f 
THE DEATH OF HENRY COWPER. 

The death of Mr. Henry Oowper at Pan- 
shanger,.on Tuesday, came upon most of his 
friends as a surprise. He has been missed of 
late in London and at Brooks, but nobody 
imagined the end was near. In his youth he 
was an ardent volunteer. He entered Par- 
liament under the auspices of his step-grand- 
father, Lord Palmerston, and became a Whig 
of the Whigs. He held for many years undis- 
turbed possession of the minority seat in 


Hertfordshire, and his ultimate defeat wag one 


of the great Conservative victories of the gen- 
eral election in 1885. He accepted the situa- 
tion with exemplary equanimity, and always 
used to congratulate himself on escaping the 
vexations ofthe home rule controversy. Shortly 
after Lady Paimerston’s death he took up 
his abode at Brocket, where her sister, Lady 
Alice Fanes’ daughter, founda home till her 
marriage last year with Mr. Grenfell. Mr. 
Cowper was an indefatigable diner out, and 
especially at Whig houses. In personal ap- 
pearances he presented a striking contrast to 
his elder brother, Lord Cowper. 
A BRILLIANT MARRIAGE. 


On Thursday last the marrlage of the eldest 
daughter of Sir Robert Peel and Mr. Daniel 
Barton, British Consul at Geneva, attracted 
the customary crowd to the Chapel Royal, 
Savoy. When the Consort of Henry III laid the 
foundations of the sanctuary for her nephew 
Peter, Duke of Savoy, she must have had an 
eye to its adaptation for wedding ceremoniés, 
for there is no shrine in London which so hap- 
pily lends itself to the graceful solemnigation 
of matrimeny. Oertainly thé chief person- 
ages on this occasion seemed supremely 
happy. Néver did bride and bridegroom look 
more contented with themselves and with 
each other. Sir Robert and his datghter fol- 
lowed the choir and preceded the bridemaids 
in the procession with an air of perfect satis- 
faction. The Speaker of the House of Com- 
nions looked radiant, and was doubtless 

afikful that no one in the reverend’s de- 


porn and bred in the Anglican Oburob. 
The Duchess of Wellington cocupied 
@ seat in the pew of the Chapodéllor of 
the Duchy, and was in evident sympathy with 
the occasion.

HOW TEEY GOT OUT. 


FOURTEEN DIFFERENT WAYS OF “BREAK- 
ING” THE ST. LOUIS JAIL. 
ee 


Plans of Escape Pursued by Celebrated 
Criminals—The First ‘‘Delivery” From 
the Clark Avenue Bastile—Koniacker 
Pete McCartney and Bis Successful Sortie 
—Murderer Shea’s Way—The Largest 
Escape Ever Made— Various Buses 
Adopted by Criminals to Get Outside the 
Walls. 


Counterfeiter Pete MceOartney’s recent re- 
lease from the penitentiary and the conse- 
quent talk which it bronght about of his 
escape some years ago from the St. Louis Jail, 
brings to recollection other escapes from that 
institution. Although this was the most sen- 
sational escape ever made here, the King of 
the Konlackers and his gang were not the first 
nor have they been the last to force their 
way to freedom through the strong 
walls of that palatial prison. As one 
escape from it after another is recalled the 
list stretches out until the number becomes 
almost incredibly large. In constructing the 
jail no expense was spared to make it as safe 
and strong as money and skill could build it. 
When it was completed the good citizens of 
the city pointed to it with pride, and congrat- 
ulated themselves on having acage that would 
securely hold their erring birds, But the good 
citizens underrated their erring birds.. It was 
not long before the city’s wards pfoved to the 
utmost satisfaction of everybody that the skill 


of the honest mechanic was no match for the 
ingenuity of the crook. 
ESCAPE NO. 1. 

Harrison, or Brockie, McLane and Thomas 
Curry were the first to demonstrate con- 
clusively that the jail had ite defects. It was 
during the term of Mr. Daly as Jailer. Me- 
Lane had just been granted anew trial, after 
having been convicted of grand larceny and 
sentenced to five years in the r 
while Curry was awaiting trial for burgl 
and larceny. The two men occupied a cel 
together on the ground floor. About 10 o’clock 
on the night of March 2, 1872, one 
of the guards in making his roukds to see that 
the prisoners were all right discovered that 
the cell occupied by McLane and Curry was 
empty. A diligent search was immediately in- 
stituted, but the birds had flown. An examina- 
tion of their cell told the manner of their 
flight. They had removed the screens which 
held the grate over the ventilator at the rear 
of their cell and crawled through the subter- 
ranean airchamber. The flue is rather small 
at the cells, but increases in size until it 

hes the engine-room in the basement, 
where it is large enough for man 
to stand erect in it. From the 
engine-room the men stepped right out onto 
Twelfth street. There was a door at the 
mouth of the flue, but there was no means of 
effectually securing it. This “po 4, set the 
city, or rather county fathers, to thinking, for 
the jail was then under the control of the 
County Court, and means were adopted to 
prevent other prisoners from making their 
exit by this route,a heavy iron door being 
placed at the mouth of the tunnel. 

ESCAPE NO. 2. 

It was on the night of April .4, 1878, that 
Richard P. Smith bid good-bye to the institu- 
tion, his guards and his fellow  pris- 
oners. It was not to any defect in the 
building, however, that he owed his escape; it 
was purely a breach of confidence and trust on 
his part. He had received a jail sentence from 
the United States courts for distilling liquors 
without a license, and when he took his de- 
parture his time was within fifteen days of ex- 
piration. The guards had the utmost cor- 
fidence in Smith,who was employed as a nurse 
in the infirmary, and they frequently sent him 
on short errands to places in the neighborbood 
of the jail. Onthe night in question he was 
sent out on one of these erran and never 
returned. 

ESCAPE No. 3 

James Anderson, alias Ogoleman, a pears. 
also proved unworthy of te trust placed in 
him. He had pleaded to grand larceny 

and had been sentenced to two years in the 
penitentiary. On November 16, 1873, he was 
assisting in carrying emp vessels to the jail 
kitchen, which is located on the Eleventh 
street side ofthe yard. The jailer’s residence, 
atthe Eleventh and Spruce street corner of 

—4 only asbort distance from the fall 
* en, was then being built. A side deor of 
kitchen, lead'ng into the yard, wes'epen 
and Anderson darted out rou t. and 
jamping through a window of the 
dence got out onto the street.

Swain, Co-Respondent in the McDonald 
Case, Arrested for Forgery.

San FRaNCISCO, Cal., November 15.—Seneca 
Augustus Swain, the co-respondent in the di- 
voroe suit brought by young McDonald against 
Clare Belle McDonald is wanted now for for- 
gery. This charge, following on the heels of 
Clare Belle’s arrest, and many other incidents 
in the domestic life of the McDonalds, inclad- 
ing the attempt of Clara Belle to shoot her 


father-in-law, has added to the public interest 
fn the affair. Swain isa sporting man with 
whom Clara Belle became infatuated. Young 
McDonald visited Chief of Police Crowley 
sterday and swore out a warrant for 
wain’s arrest. It was then that the discov- 
ery was made that he had left. Thg charge is 
the forgery of railroad certificates.’ It seems 
that young McDonald laid sufficient evidence 
before Capt. Lees to show that Swain was the 
real forger of Dr. McDonald’s indorsements on 
the certificates of stock which Leland Stanford 
bought. Mrs. McDonald’s condition is still 
serious. Notwithstanding her indiscretion 
public sympathy is entirely with her an 
against the elder McDonald. Young McDonald 
is weakening decidedly and would return at 
once to his wiie were it not for the angry 
remonstrances of his father. Mis. McDonald’s 
maid says the family in vain made every ef- 
fort to secure the baby girl. She accuses old 
McDonald of being a cruel miser. 

Clara Belle McDonald’s case was called yes- 
terday morning.

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THE NEW EAST AND WEST BASE BALL 
SCHEME AND ITS ANALYSIS. 


Difficulties in the Way of Another National 
Agreement—The West’s Value As Drawing 
Cards — Fifty-Cent Tariff — «‘Pittsburg 
Phil” Tells How He Made His Money— 
Sporting News and Notes—Base Ball Chaff 
and Chat. 


The first sensation of the winter in base ball 
has been given out. It involves a very big 
scheme for the formation of a new base ball 
league in the East, which, should it be con- 
summated, would practically kill interest in 
the national sport in the West. It proposes to 
take from the National League and the Ameri- 
can Association all of the clubs in the East and 
to throw the West upon its own resources, 
There are a few points about the new scheme 
which lack that attention to detail which a 
first-class sensation should have. 

*“*The new League in the East is all right 
enough, said a well-posted base ball man to- 
day, ‘‘only it will never pan out. In the first 
place if the Eastern clubs even wanted to do 
anything of that sort, and they don’t, sucha 
move would naturally antagonize the Western 
managers and then would begin a fight which 
would result disastrously for the interests of 
base ball East and West. The West. would 
never agree to patching up a new national 
agreement, and without it any one who knows 
anything about dase ball can see 
what a mess the whole business 
would be thrown into. Then, again, 


nobody knows as well as the Eastern mana- 
agers themselves the value of some of the 
great clubs of the West as drawing cards, and 
they are certainly wise enough not to adopt 
any policy which will prove suicidal to their 
interests. Detroit and Chicago, tor instence, 
are of inestimable value to New York and 
Boston. The latter city’s crowds would sooner 
see Chicago play ball than any other club in 
world. en, when you e up the 
Association, see what great cards 
Cincinnati, Louisville and St. Louis 
are in the East. Why, just see what a crowd 
the St. Louis Club drew in Brooklyn on Deco- 
ration Day. Another thing: Von der Ahe and 
Spalding are to the American Association and 
the National League what a backbone is to a 
bicycle, andany attempt to throw either of 
them out uncermoniously would not be a 
pleasant affair for the main movers in the 
scheme. Take it all around, the new scheme 
is decidedly weak in several places and looks 
like a hoax, notwithstanding Mr. Barnie of 
Baltimore.’’ 0

Fifty-Cent Tariff. 


Says the Philadelphia Times: ‘‘Some of the 
American Association Clubs are scheming to 
have the price of admission raised to 50 cents. 
Ithas lomg been known that several clubs 


favor an increased tariff and desire to have 
League prices prevail for Association games. 
President Phelps of Louisville says: ‘It seems 
to me we should have the same prices given the 
League Clubs, considering the fact that we fur- 
nish justas good an article of base ball. Icannot 
say how the people here would tolerate the in- 
creased prices. It is all a matter of education, 
you know. They have been accustomed to 
what we denominate a 25-cent tariff and might 
protest ifthey were asked to disburse more 
for the privilege of seeing a game of base 
ball.’ Von der Ahe, Barnie and Robison of 
Cleveland are said to favor an advanced rate 
and the latest report is that there will bea 
compromise at three admissions for 51.

DON M. DICKINSON. 


THE MICHIGAN DEMOCRAT WHO IS TO 8UC- 
CEED POSTMASTER-GENERAL VILAS, 


Col. Vilas to Take Lamar’s Place In the 
Interior Department—Dickinson Enter- 
ing the Cabinet Solely to Please Mr. 
Cleveland—The Friendship Between the 
Two—The Michigander’s Career As a 
Lawyer and Politician. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCH. 

WaSHINGTORN, D. O., November 15.—The re- 
port was current here last night that Don M. 
Dickinson, who was recently offered the ap- 
pointment of Postmaster-General, had written 
to the President asking to be definitely advised 
as to the date on which he would be expected 
to assume charge of the department. While 
there is no official confirmation of this rumor, 
there can be little doubt of the truth. Mr. 
Vilas, adhering to the rule which he laid down 
for himself when the subject of Cabinet 
changes was first agitated a few weeks ago, 
refuses to say anything whatever asto what 
hemay know of the President’s intentions. 
He does not deny the report that he 
is to take the Interior portfolio, which, 
it is argued, he would hasten to do if 
it were not substantially true. At the 
White House last evening nothing could be 
learned beyond the fact that the rumor of Mr. 
Dickinson’s acceptance had been received 
there. Inquiry with regard to the tender of 
the appointment by the President and Mr. 
Dickinson’s reply was met with a refusal] to 
discuss the subject. 

Judge Chipman of Detroit, Congressman- 
elect of the First Michigan District, who is a 
warm friend of Dickinson, and whose advice 
has often guided him at critical points in a 
rather eventful career, said to the Post-DIs- 
PATCH correspondent last evening: ‘‘While I 
have no positive information on the subject 1 
am confident that Mr. Dickinson has to-day 
advised the President of his acveptanceof the 
proffered appointment. In going into the Cabi- 
net be is actuated solely by a desire to please 
Mr. Cleveland and a large number of his 
friends and admirers, who have strongly 
urged him to take the place. He has the 
greatest possible admiration for Mr. Cleve- 
land, and believes thoroughly in his adminis- 
tration, sincerity and integrity of purpose. 
He has watched with interest every step taken 
by the Administration and is in the strongest 
sympathy with its course on the leading ques- 
tions. Mr. Dickinson possesses the confidence 
of the entire conservative and business ele- 
ments of the West, and within the past four 
days has received scores of letters and tele-
